School  Salutes  Great  Provo  Pioneer  Businessman

One  of  the  seven  members  of  the 
first  board  of  Trustees  of  the  Brig- 
ham Young  Academy,  will  be  hon- 
ored next  year  when  the  new  Ad- 
ministration and  General  Services 
Building  is  named  for  Abraham  Ow- 
en Smoot. 

President  Smoot,  in  BY  Acad- 
emy’s moment  of  dire  need,  assumed 
the  burdens  which  may  have  com- 
pletely eliminated  the  Academy  and 
the  resulting  University. 

EXPERIENCING  a rather  shaky 
financial  existence  from  its  organ- 
ization in  1876,  the  matters  of  the 
Academy  grew  progressively  worse 
until  there  seemed  no  means  of  elim- 
inating most  of  the  $75,000  in  costs 
incurred  during  the  construction  of 
the  Education  Building,  a building 
that  remains  standing  and  in  use 
today  on  the  Lower  Campus.  Pres- 
ident Smoot  shouldered  this  respon- 
sibility. 

Consequently  the  building  was 


Abraham  O.  Smoot — Key  man  in 
early  development  of  Utah  Valley. 


finished  and  placed  in  use  January 
4,  1892,  some  68  years  ago. 

PRESIDENT  SMOOT  was  born 
Feb.  17,  1815  in  Owenton,  Ky., 
the  fifth  of  eight  children.  He  joined 
the  Mormon  Church  in  1835  and  came 
to  Utah  with  the  second  group  to 
enter  Salt  Lake  Valley  in  1847. 

Elected  mayor  of  Salt  Lake  in 
1857,  he  then  came  to  Provo  as 
president  of  the  Utah  Stake  in  1868 
and  was  elected  mayor  of  Provo  a 
few  days  later.  He  also  served  in  the 
state  legislature  from  Wasatch  and 
Utah  Counties. 

HE  AND  OTHERS  built  the 
Provo  Woolen  Mills,  instituted  the 
Provo  National  Bank,  had  interests 
in  the  Provo  Lumber  Manufacturing 
and  Building  Co.  as  well  as  in  inter- 
ests in  farms,  city  lots, 'livestock  and 
erected  and  rented  business  buildings. 

President  Smoot  was  president  of 
the  first  store  in  the  consolidation 
movement  for  mercantile  interests  in 
Utah. 

He  died  March  6,  1895.
